A. No. Benefits may continue 
without a new application. How¬ 
ever, before your grandson 
reaches 18, you should get in 
touch with your social security 
district office. The people there 
will tell you what information is 
needed to keep his benefits con¬ 
tinuing. 

Q. I am a widow, age 50, with 
an only daughter. I applied to 
have my daughter’s social secur¬ 
ity benefits start again because 
she is a junior in college only 20 
years old. Before she was 18, I 
also received a monthly social 
security check because she was in 
my care. Will my benefit start 
again? 

A. No. You received a benefit 
because you cared for your daugh¬ 
ter who was under 18. This part 
of the law was not changed. 
However, a change in the law 
permits you to choose reduced 
widow’s benefits as early as age 


O. 1 am a widow who was re¬ 
ceiving a social security check 
each month for my son until he 
reached 18 in June 1964. Friends 
have told me that my sop may 
again receive social security 
checks because he is a college 
student. Is this true? 

A. Yes. A change in the social 
security law extended the age 
limit for a child’s benefits from 
18 to 22, if he is unmarried and 
a full-time student. You or your 
son should get in touch with the 
nearest social security office right 
away for more information. 

Q. How long are benefits to 
students over 18 payable? 

A. Benefits to a child over 18 
can be paid until the child com¬ 
pletes his education or leaves 
school permanently, reaches 22, or 
marries, whichever is first. 

Q. My 17-year-old grandson, a 
high school senior, gets social 
security benefits on his deceased 
father’s account. He plans to con¬ 
tinue on fo college. Will I need 
to re-apply so his benefits won’t 
stop at 18? 


Q. Will social security benefits 
continue to the student during a 
summer vacation? 

A. Yes. Benefits continue for 
any period of non-attendance of 4 
months or less as long as the 
student returns to school after 
the non-attendance period. 

Q. I’ll be 60 in July. My hus¬ 
band died 2 years ago and I Re¬ 
ceived a lump-sum death payment. 
Is it true that I can now apply 
for monthly social security wid¬ 
ows benefits in July? 

A. Yes, a recent change in the 
social security law permits you 
to apply for reduced monthly 
benefits as early as 60.

A POINT WITHOUT A BARB 

The use of barbless hooks by 
many trout fishermen is com¬ 
monly accepted and practiced, 
but little has been done to en¬ 
courage this idea among anglers 
seeking other species. 

Aside from the obvious con¬ 
servation aspects, vow the fish¬ 
ing authorities at Mercury out¬ 
boards, barbless hooks can be a 
definite advantage in certain 
fishing situations. 

When you get Into an area, 
teeming with email pike the 
catching is fast and furious and 
a lot of fun. However, the re¬ 
leasing often gets to be a chore. 
Treble hooks with barbs mashed 
down often make the job much 
easier. 

| When other species are run¬ 
ning small, the fish can be re- 
turned quicker and with less' 
damage from hooks that have 
been de-barbed. Also, * the 
chances of having a hook seri¬ 
ously Imbedded in the back of 
your hand are reduced. 

The deep-hooking nature of 
plastic worms and live bait gen¬ 
erally voids the benefits of barb¬ 
less hooks, but this is not always 
true. Often a fish can be released 
successfully if the hook can be 
eased out, even though deep in 
the gullet. Any fish saved is 
worth the effort 

When properly played, a 
greater number of fish caught oil 
barbless hooks are brought to 
the net than is commonly sup¬ 
posed. As long as tension on the 
fish is constant, there is little 
danger of hooks slipping free. 

To further minimize this possi¬ 
bility, select the lightest weight 
lures practical. This lessens the 
amount of leverage placed on 
hooks by a wildly flopping spoon 
or plug. 

Try the “barbless route” next 
time, urge the Mercury folks. 
The experience will be enlighten¬ 
ing, and you’ll learn to play fish 
with more caution and become a 
better angler in the process.

On The Lawn 

with LARRY LAWRENCE 


I get more and more letters about 
sod. Where can I get it? Is it 
hard to lay? How much does it 
cost? There’s no doubt that this 
interest in buying "instant” lawn 
has increased tremendously just 
in the past two or three years. 

The availability of sod varies 
a great deal. In places close to 
commercial sod farms it is sold 
by the yard at most garden cen¬ 
ters and even by the big stores. 
Or you can call a nursery and 
have them deliver and install a 
whole lawn. In other parts of the 
country it may still be hard to 
come by. But the business is ex¬ 
panding rapidly. 

Is sod easy to lay? Yes, you 
can easily carpet or repair a small 
area yourself. Doing a whole 
lawn at once might well call for 
some assistance. Prices don’t vary 
too much. But since you’re mak¬ 
ing an investment that might last 
a lifetime, you should judge by 
die quality of the turf, not by 
the price. 

Much in demand is the new' 
Windsor sod, not only for its 
rich color but because of its re¬ 
sistance to heat and drouth and 
disease. You can find out if it 
is available in your neighborhood 
by writing to Scotts in Marysville, 
Ohio. These are the people who 
developed it from a single patch 
discovered growing wild 17 years 
ago.
